The City Council meeting Monday 
night was a riotous affair, and very nearly 
a riot. The final result in the voting on 
Loni Hancock’s proposition that the 
“fifth highest vote getter” should be seat- 
ed on the council was: pigs McLaren, 
Price, Sweeney, and (surprise? Kall- 
gren against, and the “radicals” for. Right 
after Widener said “yes”, making it a 
predicted deadlock and a defeat for Rick 
Brown, the crowd dedicated themselves 
to a “long hot summer." And it will be. 

The packed overflow house at 
Schwimley Little Theater was almost en- 
tirely for Rick Brown. That was shown 
throughout the night. Like when some 
crew-cut pig said “I want one who is 
proud to salute Amerika’s flag, one who 
loves Amerika," He was given some right- 
cous “‘seig heils!!", then split fast. A very 
prickly woman, in describing who would 
decide the ninth seat, called the “major- 
ity of Berkeleyites to be of moderate to 
liberal persuasion," and then the people 
rose and shouted that “WE are the major- 
ity!"

hitchhike ill was defeated Tuesday 
(5/18) at around 10:00 a.m. When he got 
up to speak about it, he said he had some 
big changes to make. 

The bill, in its original form, would 
have outlawed hitching at a red, green, 
yellow, white, black, purple, blue, or 
orange curb, 15 feet on either side of a 
fire station, at a bus stop, and at any 
public or private driveway. 

His big change consisted of making it 
illegal to hitch at any point where a driver 
would be blocking traffic. (Big difference, 
huh?) 

After Nejedly presented his case, it 
was voted on and amended unanimously. 
The opposition was then given time to 
speak. Friends of the Open Road talked 
about how hitching even at safe spots 
(ex: bus stops) would be illegal, and it 
wouldn't have any effect on the crime 
aspect (something I thought would be 
one of Nejedly's main points). Friends of 
the Open Road also pointed out how 
they would rather try to deal with con- 
trol instead of changing the actual situa- 
tion. Since this bill acts upon the hitch- 
hiker, a bill to make hitching as safe as 
possible should/will be introduced with 
measures like hitching 'spots' and special 
turnout lanes for cars. They also included 
response of some pigs to the bill. In short, 
they were not too enthusiastic about it 
and felt like it would be a waste of time 
to give away so many tickets (of course, 
once passed, their feelings would've 
changed). 

Additional testimony was given by a 
representative of Save the Thumb con- 
cerning some statistics on hitching cita- 
tions (8,248 in L.A. during 1970). Also, 
in four days, they received 2,400 signa- 
tures against and over 300 campuses 
turned in 600 signatures opposing SB92. 

Well, Nejedly got up again and said 
that he had made some liberal changes in 
the bill. He again said that a hitcher could 
be cited only if she or he blocks traffic. It 
was voted on again, this time it didn't 
pass.

We didn’t really expect that many 
people to show up, but when we wan- 
dered over, there were over 1,000 of us in 
and around People’s Park. It was Sat- 
urday May.15 and we had come to take 
back our park. To most that meant a 
celebration not a riot. As a result, almost. 
no one wore protective clothing or came 
in a predetermined affinity group. 

Our lack of preparedness was accen- 
tuated by the fact that the pigs were 
ready and out for blood. They were all 
dolled up in their standard riot gear with 
a few little extras like tear gas pumps 
attached to the exhaust pipes of their 
cars. 

Several people quietly began to cut 
down the wire fence around our park. 
Most people wandered about unsure as 
what to do. Soon, the pigs started making 
sporadic attacks on the People’s Fence 
Cutters, macing some and sucking others 
into their arrest machine. 

It was a drag to see people panic and 
run when the pigs moved to arrest some- 
one. This just made it all the easier for 
them to capture the victim. There were 
exceptions like the move to block a pig 
car from transporting a prisoner out of

“The fence is still standing, the land-still 
belongs to the university, and today it's 
just another beautiful day in Berkeley.” 
Capt. Charles Plummer, Berkeley Police 
Dept., the day after the second anniver- 
sary of the battle of People’s Park, May 
15, 1971. 


People’s Park is not ours yet. But it is 
an issue in Berkeley once again. 

Although many people had muttered 
something about the approaching second 
anniversary of Bloody Thursday and 
shouldn’t-we- do-something, it was the 
DAILY CALIFORNIAN that said it 
aloud. The call to reclaim the Park cre- 
ated a dialogue on campus and in the 
community. People recalled the Park and 
thought we should do something to re- 
new the struggle for it. Others cringed 
with dread of a violent confrontation. 
The DC “clarified” its position and every- 
one urged a non-violent celebration, 
merely planting some flowers and trees. 

The DC assured that the issue would 
not lie dormant and for that—not the 
violence per se—they are being punished. 
Several thousand people in the campus 
community feel strongly enough about 
the Park to need no directives to mili-

the lot. The prisoner leaped out of the car 
as it turned onto Haste St., but was 
recaptured despite efforts to block the 
pigs. 

‘The pigs succeeded in forcing the peo- 
ple away from our park and into the lot 
across the street (how come we keep 
letting them determine our position?). 
There was some retaliation by throwing 
rocks and one pig car was very well 
demolished. The pigs got into tear gassing 
us and we were temporarily dispersed 
and somewhat disabled. 

The gas was definitely not over- 
whelming but the pigs had once again 
driven the crowd further from the park 
and down to the Ave. Merchants were 
quick to close shop and clear the battle- 
field of all but us and the pigs to play war 
games. 

In eat and mouse fashion the war 
games moved up the Ave. from Dwight 
Way to the University. The crowds would 
taunt the police with rocks, bottles, and 
trash recepticles thrown into the street. 
The pigs would respond by lobbing or 
shooting tear gas cannisters into any 
crowd which they wanted to disperse. 





tantly fight for it. Merely raising the issue 
of People's Park in a serious way was the 
catalyst that could touch off confronta- 
tion and violence. What beast did the 
DAILY CAL conjure up? 

People's Park has become an almost 
sacred part of the campus community's 
traditions. It was built on land that had 
been arrogantly taken from the commun- 
ity by an institution whose appetite for 
community territory and homes seemed 
boundless. The University had let the 
land become a muddy parking lot. In a 
spirit of spontaneity, creativity and co- 
operation several thousand members of 
the campus community built a park. In 
the short month of its existence the Park 
became literally the heart of the comm: 
unity, spreading a vitality that brought 
the entire community together. Then 
when the University and the City called 
in the police to violently take back the 
land and destroy the Park, thousands of 
people in the campus community de- 
fended People’s Park with their blood. 
The police inflicted hundreds of arrests 
and injuries, blinding one man and killing 
another. 

For two years student and “non- 
student” members of the campus 














At Bancroft we threw together a mas- 
sive barricade made largely from the 
fencing around an adjacent construction 
site. Under the helpless gaze of three pigs 
across the street we knocked out some 
traffic signals, lit the barricade on fire, 
and trashed the shoestore on the corner 
because the owner (or one of his shoe- 
licking lackeys) was taking pictures, 

The pigs were then able to push the 
crowd through Sproul Plaza and down 
Bancroft St. They employed holding tac- 
tics which were only effective after the 
Alameda County Blue Meanies moved in 
to reinforce the Berkeley Pigs. By them- 
selves, the Berkeley pigs could only harass 
different parts of the crowd, giving us 
plenty of time to regroup and start new 
assualts. 

It was at this point, when the pigs 
were becoming entrenched and the peo- 
ple were starting to disperse, that the pigs 
employed their rear-end super Trashman 
gas disseminators, including one pig with 
gas mask in one car zipping around the 
residential areas near the park and on the. 
other side of the Ave at insane speeds, 
spewing their obnoxious fumes into 
homes and churches. Hitting these mov- 
ing targets with rocks and bottles was 
very rewarding sport. Most gratifying of 
all, however, was the one pig who lost 
control and hit a parked car off Dwight: 
Way. The pig panicked, left his car, and. 






started to run. He was picked up by 
another pig car which supposedly brought. 
him to the hospital because he supposed- 
ly was injured. But we suppose he was; 
just scared pig shi 

By about 6:00 p.m. the streets were 
getting back to normal Saturday night 
activities despite the remains of broken 
shiny glass. Alameda County Pigs in their 
absurd blue jumpsuits, held each corner 
on the Ave. The pigs still were in the park 
insuring that the workers repaired all 
fence damage before sunset. 
One thing though, it ain't over yet. We 
are gonna have our park back when we 
decide to take it. If we want to do more 
mass actions like the one last Saturday 
then we can have the advantage if we 
come in affinity groups with a well 
thought out strategy (i.e. do we direct 
our energies to trashing on the Ave or on 
the campus etc). We must learn to be 
more mobile and not allow ourselves to 
get boxed in (on the Ave or in the Park). 
We cannot panic everytime the pigs make 
a move because they thrive on panic and 
in the confusion we often endanger our 
own people. When the pigs divide and 
scatter us we will regroup in full force 
and not allow them to disperse and de- 
Stroy our solidarity; 
Victory to those Who Fight Back. 
The Park Belongs to THE People. 































community have boycotted the sterile 
soccer field the University built as a 
symbol of its authority. Those who were 
not here two years ago are clued in to the 
tradition of the park. FEELING FOR 
PEOPLE'S PARK HAS BECOME A 
TOUCHSTONE OF MEMBERSHIP IN 
THE CAMPUS COMMUNITY. Those 
who sce no value in it, those who trample 
on the ground for which blood was 
spilled are not part of the community. 

The fence around the Park is more 
than a mere “symbol of oppression,” as 
Ron Dellums called it. People’s Park has 
come to prove that this youth commun 
ity has a memory and traditions. PEO- 
PLE’S PARK DEMONSTRATES THAT 
THE COMMUNITY HAS A HISTORY. 

We recognize the importance of strug- 
gling for an end to the genocidal war in 
Indochina, for adequate food for the 
hungry, decent housing for everyone, 
guaranteed income for the poor, but we 
must also struggle to preserve our own 
histories. As Third World people and wo- 
men have recognized the necessity of 
creating and disseminating their respec- 
tive histories and cultures, so young rad. 
icals and revolutionaries, members of the 
“counter-culture” must fight for their 
history. WITHOUT A COLLECTIVE 
HISTORICAL PAST WE ARE ROOT- 
LESS INDIVIDUALS WHOSE DES- 
TINIES ARE MOLDED BY BUREAU- 
CRATIC INSTITUTIONS FOR THE 
PROFITS OF OTHERS. Our history is an 
essential part of our struggle to change 
our social condition. 

In a long succession of historical e- 
vents from the Free Speech Movement to 
the present, People's Park represents the 
establishing of turf, creative building of 
an institution of our culture, and the 
autonomy of our community from estab- 
lished institutions of government. Despite 
the fact that our community does not 
fully control its turf, that our creation is 
preserved only in photographs and mem. 
ory, that we are not fully autonomous. 
People's Park retains its historical impor- 
tance. It marks the beginning of a struggle 
to achieve these ends rather than their 





realization—just as the UC administration 
still challenges our right to political ad- 
vocacy in spite of the apparent victory of 
the FSM, just as Third World students on 
campus are still struggling for a secure 
and autonomous Ethnic Studies College. 
PEOPLE'S PARK THUS HAS AN 
HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL IM- 
PORTANCE THAT NEARLY EVERY- 
ONE IN THE CAMPUS COMMUNITY 
UNDERSTANDS BUT FEW OUTSIDE 
THAT COMMUNITY CAN COMPRE. 
HEND. 

The DAILY CALIFORNIAN, editor- 
ially urging us to reclaim the Park, served 
as a catalyst. It reawakened in many of us 
our commitment to People's Park and the 
history and culture it represents. The DC 
provoked dialogue, memories, emotions 
and confrontation by forcefully raising 


the issue again. If the DC had any control- 


over people or events—i.e., to "cause" 
them to riot or not, then their effort: 
editorially after Tuesday and in person on 
Saturday to prevent confrontation should 
have been successful. IN FACT IT IS 
PERFECTLY UNDERSTANDABLE 


"THAT ONCE THE ISSUE OF THE 


PARK WAS SERIOUSLY RAISED, PEO- 
IN THE COMMUNITY WOULD TRY TO 
PULL DOWN THE FENCE. Should the 
DAILY CAL be punished for merely 
raising as issue that many wished left for 
dead? 

The only ones who are to blame for 
the riots are the University and the po- 
lice. The University hoped that time 
would make People's Park into “Haste 
Playfield," as the Chancellor calls it. The 
Chancellor and the UC administration 
intransigently refuse to recognize the 
right of the community to control its 
own turf, even when the University can 
make no constructive use of the land. The 
police, as usual and as expected, violently 
protected the University’s “right” to rip 
off the community. The University and 
the City Manager control the police and 
again demonstrated their willingness to 
use violence to protect their symbols of 
authority: the fence, the sterile soccer 
field, and the University’s bureaucratic 
name for the whole thing. 





Some people argue that given the in- 
transigence of the University we should 
have avoided a possible confrontation in 
order to prevent violence. Suppose, first, 
that people went into the playfield for a 
party. If they planted flowers, they were 
told, they would be arrested. The park 
could not be so “defaced.” Under the 
watchful eyes of armed cops we could 
have a party. Surrounded by the fence, 
conscious of the contrast between our 
Park and this alien environment, our 
laughter would have felt forced, our spir- 
its down and the vitality our struggle has 
given us would have died. The boycott 
would have been broken. The Chancellor 
and bureaucratic power would have been 
victorious. 

Secondly, let us suppose we had sim- 
ply gone “through channels” to regain 
the Park, We would have petitioned the 
Berkeley City Council to help us. Legally, 
the City is probably powerless to chal- 
lenge the University’s authority over the 
land. The state’s eminent domain and 
other powers pre-empt local authorities. 
The Council could attempt to lease the 
land from the University for the Park, but 
the Regents turned down that request 
two years ago and there is no indication 
they have had a change of heart. What 
would be the effect of these efforts? 

The efforts would be a sullen process, 
We would be cautioned to make no in- 
flammatory comments about the “rights” 
of the community, observe the Regents’ 
rules of decorum in proceedings AND in 
the Park, raise no other controversial 
issues during the extended period of ne- 
gotiations. Fear of “alienating” possible 
votes on the Board of Regents would 
bring tension and in-fighting in our com- 
munity. The Regents may be mad, but 
they are not fools. In all probablity these 
efforts would fail. But suppose again that 
they miraculously succeeded. 

In order to negotiate with the Regents 
on this or any other question, we would 
have to select a small group of spokes- 
men. The demands for decorum would 
exclude mobilizing large numbers of com- 
munity people who might not be as re- 
spectful of the Regents’ authority as the

Our representatives would 
have to make promises about the Park's 
use—probably similar to those insisted on 
by the Chancellor in 1969—and to nego- 
tiate this privilege for that right. These 
bureaucratic processes would dry up the 
energy that makes the Park a vital force. 


The Park was created anti-bureau- 
cratically. That is what gave it life and 
enabled it to spark and energize the lives 
of thousands of Berkeleyans. There were 
no negotiations over this flower bed and 
that brick walk. People who did the work 
got together and made decisions. They 
were cooperative and respected the needs 
and desires of each other individually and 


collectively. To think that all it takes to 
recreate People’s Park is negotiations to 
get the deed or a lease or permission 
misses the essence of the Park. Unless the 
bureaucrats and those who wield political 
power are responding to the non- 
bureaucratic demands of the community 
for a return of the Park, getting it back 
“through channels” would be a defeat— 
not a victory—for the culture and history 
of our community. 

THE RIOT THAT COMMEN- 
ORATED THE SECOND ANNIVER- 
SARY OF PEOPLE’S PARK REAF- 
FIRMED THE COMMUNITY’S COM- 
MITMENT TO ITS HISTORY AND TO 
THE IMPORTANCE OF THE PARK IN 
THAT HISTORY, The damage was mi- 
nor, the injuries few. Spirits were high. 
THE FEELING IN THE STREETS RE- 
SEMBLED A CELEBRATION MORE 
THAN A PARTY IN “HASTE PLAY- 
FIELD” WOULD. 

Now we can work for the return of 
our turf in many ways. We have re- 
established our claim to the Park in the 
spirit in which it was born, Requests to 
the City Council and petitions to the UC 
administration and Regents can be a part 
of, but never a substitute for our own 
struggle. If the City Council would like to 
help us regain the Park, we welcome their 
aid. It is our fight and we must define its 
terms. Our community’s struggle is part 
of a larger and longer history, and Peo- 
ple’s Park is a rejoicing in that struggle.

Pomo Indians are still occupying the 
former US radio base near Middleton, 
California. Despite attempts to remove 
them by plane spotting, jeeps, Hiway 
Patrol and the Sheriffs Department, the 
Indians maintain their occupation of the 
land. The woods belong to the Indians: 


We occupied this land in a peaceful 
manner, Our people were arrested with- 
out causing trouble. 

Some of our people still occupy our 
land. They were spotted by plane, chased 
by jeep and shot at by someone on 
horseback.

Last year, when Jerry Applebaum was 
an editor and a reporter for the TRIBE, 
he was busted in Swinelle Plaza on camp- 
us, The charges then were: assault with a 
deadly weapon, inciting to riot, violation 
of the Mulford Act (outside agitator on 
campus). At the time of his arrest, he had 
been watching a man get busted and was 
drinking a coke. He threw the ice in a 
planter and was immediately arrested. All 
the charges were dropped, except the 
assault rap. As he was being led away, 
some people tried to help free him and an 
all-out battle between the pigs and the 
people followed. As a result of this 
struggle, Jerry got a broken elbow, one 

*broken bone in his back, a twisted spine 
and a headache. 

It’s taken a year for the trial to come 
to the courts. There were 5 pigs testifying 
against him--only one had “substantial” 
evidence--he said he saw Jerry throwing 
glass in the planter. The others produced

police. By doing this they threaten us 
with violence. We do not wish this. 

If they wish to keep the peace then let 
them leave and let us stay to negotiate 
with the government,

photos and although one of them wasn’t 
right next to Jerry, he was close enough 
to see him agitating and disrupting. 

When Jerry was on the stand, Little 
Jeff Horner, specialist on campus dis- 
orders and the District Attorney almost 
ignored Jerry’s present case and brought 
up past cases such as the trial around the 
L.A. Freep’s publishing of names and 
numbers of pigs. 

During his presentation of the case 
against Jerry, Horner pointed at the all-- 
white jury (all blacks excused on pre- 
emptory challenges), and said, “Ladies 
and Gentlemen, if you don’t have the 
courage to convict this man, then Amer- 
ika is lost.” 

The jury went out, came back in 80 
minutes with a guilty verdict. His senten- 
cing is on June 7th when Jerry’s lawyer, 
Doug Hill, will make a motion for a new 
trial. He could get anything from pro- 
bation to five years.

When the employees of the Cinema 
Theater on Shattuck and Haste arrived 
for work Sunday evening, they found 
that all of their jobs were occupied by 
new people. They were presented with 
their final pay checks, perhaps the first 
time most of them had been paid on time 
in a long while. 

They were fired without notice or 
explanation. The owner, Roslyn Land- 
berg, claims they were “conspiring” 
against her. On Friday, May 14, they 
presented her with a statement of their 
intent to organize. This was two days 
before the nine, who had worked from 
two weeks to five years at the Cinema, 
were fired. 

‘Aside from being deficient in paying 
the employees on time, Mrs. Landberg 
has also subjected them to retroactive pay 
cuts, once reducing their pay by 15 cents 
and then by 45 cents an hour without

informing them for two weeks. 

There have been numerous other con- 
flicts between Mrs. Landberg and the 
people she hires (c.g., whether or not to 
show the movie “Woodstock”), in which 
the employees emerge as people-minded 
and Mrs. Landberg emerges as, well, a pig. 
The employees have even instituted a 
natural food thing at the theater, with 
juices and other goodies from Wholly 
Foods. Now that the theater is staffed by 
scabs, it is in the process of returning to 
the Amerikan shit food trip. 

What is to be done? In the two days 
that a picket line has been up, less than 
fifteen people have crossed it to see a 
movie. The picket line will be up every 
evening while the theater is open. In the 
event that legal action (or threatened 
violence) closes the line, we must remem- 
ber to boycott the theater.

Thus begins a front-page story in, of 
all place, THE WALL STREET 
JOURNAL! This super-bastion of the 
establishment press likes to keep an eye 
on the people who are (they hope) 
tomorrow’s manpower for rapidly 
depleting — military-industrial machine. 
Sooo...They sent out a young staff 
reporter disguised as a 16 year-old 
transfer student to see what's happening. 
His findings are reported under a banner 


headline that declares: FREEDOM IS 
STIMULATING, BUT IT INVITES 
ANARCHY. 


You might wonder how a mid-twenties 
Wall Street Journal reporter was able to 
enroll in Berkeley High School in the first. 
place. Well, according to reporter DuPree, 
it wasn't easy—especially since he had no 
birth certificate, grade transcript, transfer 
papers, or parents. His saving grace was an 
ability to play football: “When I told 
them that, the football coach appeared in 
the school office in the twinkling of an 
eye..Before the day was over, I found 
myself a registered student and, the 
football season having passed, a member 
of the track team." 

Once enrolled, DuPree took it on 
himself to try (rather unsucessfully) to 
correct the weird and perverse notions of 


his classmates and teachers. His literature 
class, for example, was studying 
“Mourning Becomes Electra”: “The 
teacher and the class spent a lot of time 
talking about sexual implications; for 
example, that major characters had more 
or less repressed incestuous desires. I 
decided to challenge that. Just because a 
father hugs his daughter in her bedroom 
doesn’t necessarily mean he wants to 
sleep with her, I said. For that, some 
students accused me of having some 
vague sexual hang-up. Otherwise, they 
said, I would have been able to 
comprehend the implications of the 
play.” 

Further in the article, DuPree 
unconsciously proves how right his fellow 
students were about his sexual hang-ups: 
seeing a white girl classmate with a black 
man in an expensive car, he’s sure that 
he’s a pimp and she a prostitute. On this 
assumption, he’s reluctant to be friends 
when she tries to talk to him: later, he 
finds out that she was checking him out 
to find out if he’s a nark. Pretty close, 
sister! 

So add one more to the list of pig 
organizations trying to figure out what’s 
happening with the kids in high school. 
Their motives are a little different from 
those of the regular pigs: will these kids 
fall into line pretty soon; work our 
factories, type our memoes, fight our 
wars? Are they being programmed right? 
And the message is coming back loud and 
clear, headlined on page 1: wine and dope 
and Angela Davis and freer and freer 
highschool kids who aren't NEVER 
falling into anybody’s program—and fuck 
you, Wall Street Journal! 
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About 500 freaks showed up at Travis 
Air Force Base to celebrate Armed Farces 
Day last Saturday. There we found exhi- 
bits designed to make the average Ameri- 
can redneck proud of our flying boys 
over there fighting for Ma, freedom, and 
democracy. the death machincs— 
airplanes you knew were made to drop 
tons of bombs and chemicals on a people 
and their country. People lining up to go 
through them as if they were waiting for 
the roller coaster, waving and getting 
their picture taken. Whee. Look, ma, i'm 
at the controls. watch me get that 
commie, 

Some people from the May Action 
Organization were there, doing impromp- 
tu street theater. Marching. Chanting. 
Singing. Followed by some faithful spec- 
tacle-seekers bored with the exhibits, cur- 
ious GI’s, unattached freaks, and pigs. 
pigs, pigs, in cars, on foot, watching every 
move very closely. Some drunk piggy 
types loved it—laughing and pointing at 


the crazy hippies falling all over the, 


ground. A few young people from the 
band (all in green uniforms with ropes on 
the shoulders) mock-marched after the 
freaks, laughing and having a good time. 
When we gave them the fist, they gave it 
back. 

We passed out leaflets one at a time, 
since we had been warned when we set 
foot on the base that making political 
speeches or passing out political leaflets 
was absolutely FORBIDDEN, and we 
would be asked to leave if we engaged in 
such activity. 

A brother, a freak who spent some 
time in the Army a while ago, and myself, 
spent about an hour rapping to two GI's. 
Politically we were miles apart, but they 
were just as curious about us as we were 
about them. The contact could have 
turned into a screaming match and an 
angry standoff like so many of the dia- 
logues between freaks and GI's at Travis 
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that day, but we were determined not to 
let that happen. We were cordial, patient- 
ly explaining facts about the war which 
we take for granted, and yet which so 
many GI's are ignorant of. At one point 
during the conversation, the military pigs 
came up and told us to move on, and our 
GI brother said, “If we want to keep 
talking, we'll have to walk. Just got the 
word from the pigs.” Right on, we 
thought. At least he knows they're pigs. 

After a while at the base, we split for 
Vacaville for the rally in Anderson Park. 
We were joined by curious townspeople 
(the pigs kept their distance but they 
were watchin') and some GI's. Unfor- 
tunately not all of them were able to 
make it-many were kept on base doing 
shitwork until the rally was over. The 
program began with a MDM veteran 
rapping about the GI movement; then a 
woman who had been to the Indochin- 
ese-North American Women's Conference 
in Vancouver spoke. Following her were 
the S.F. Women’s Flippy on Vietnam and 
the S.F. Mime Troupe (performing their 
telephone skit where they give away the 
credit card formula, and an ecological skit 
where World gets fucked over by big 
business, the university, the courts, and 
of course, man). It was a beautiful day— 
sunny, warm, good vibes. | know the 
indigmous Vacavillians will never forget 
us! The program wound up with some 
good sounds by a couple from Red Rock. 

I was a bit disappointed that no GI's 
from Travis spoke. I had come to Vaca- 
ville instead of going to People’s Park 
because I believe that the GI movement is 
going to play a decisive role in the Revo- 
lution. "Turn those M-16's around,” 
Make the Brass start to realize that the 
troops are getting restless. Our brothers 
and sisters in uniform will soon be back 
on the streets with us. Let's make sure 
they're on our side 














ARMED FARCES DAY 
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In recent months, American soldiers, 
both stateside and overseas, have stepped 
up their participation in the movement 
against the war in Vietnam. Locally, GI's 
at Fort Ord participated in the April 24th 
march in San Francisco and recently 
started their own anti-war newspaper, the 
POW. They have also begun to organize 
themselves into the United Serviceman's 
Union and led the May 15th March in 
opposition to Armed Forces Day to the 
gates of Fort Ord, demanding to be let 
onto their own base to talk to other 
soliders about Amerikan genocide in Viet- 
nam. 
When masses of GI's refuse to act as 
unthinking robots, the Brass and their 
war against the people of Vietnam are in 
real trouble. So now the Generals are 
striking back in an attempt to stop the GI 
movement through intimidation and re- 
pression. On May 15 they arrested 66 
soldiers, threatening these 66 with a court 
martial because some of them, along with 
hundreds of other soldiers, joined in the 
march to tlie Fort Ord Gate. 

At the close of the peaceful demon- 
stration (never declared illegal by either 
the Military Police or any Officers) MP's 
announced that any soldier who wanted 


to retum to Fort Ord could do so with- 
out getting in trouble, if they would show 
their ID at the gate. Once past the gate 
they were led to the MP station and were 
herded into two cattle trucks and told 
they were under arrest. In their eagerness 
to arrest everyone, the MP's threw a 15 
month-old baby along with his father into 
the back of the truck and didn't release 
the baby until he got sick from the heat. 

The Gl' were never told the exact 
charges but upon release from the MP 
station they were all put on base restric- 
tion. Thus they are being punished with- 
out being charged in addition to being 
denied access to lawyers and the legal 
information necessary to defend them- 
selves. They are living a totalitarian night- 
mare—threatened with a vague Court Mar- 
tial that could mean a long jail sentence, 
but not actually charged with anything so 
that they are able to defend themselves. 

The United Serviceman's Union is or- 
ganizing any legal help that these brothers 
need. Public pressure helped the Presidio 
27, and there will be a need for public 
support if these brothers are court mar- 
tialed.

STREETS AGAIN 


Last Thursday, May 13, the thirteen 
New York Panthers on trial for allegedly 
conspiring to blow up department stores 
and police stations and to murder police- 
ment were found not guilty on all counts. 

‘As the jury foreman responded “not 
guilty” 156 times, dealing with cach of 
12 counts on each of the 13 defendants, 
the atmosphere of the courtroom grad- 
ually changed into a joyous celebration of 
a peoples’ victory. 

The jury had left the courtroom at 
1:20 pm with instructions to have lunch 
before beginning deliberations. When 
they came back only three hours later, at 
4:95 pm everyone assumed they were 
coming back for further instructions or a 
rereading of the transcript. But as the 
“not guilty” verdicts started rolling out, 
first with regard to Lumumba Shakur, 
and then with regard to Richard “Daru- 
ba" Moore who had split to Algeria, and 
as the audience noticed that the jury 
foreman was not referring to the sheaf of 
verdict ballots in his hands, it became 
clear that all of the defendants were going 
to be acquitted. 

Soon the applause and shouts of 
“Right on!” and “Power to the people!” 
began. Many people tried to move up to 
congratulate the defendants before the 
jury foreman was finished with the ver- 
dicts and the pigs around the room 
started shouting for people to be seated. 
Later, out in the hallway of the Criminal 
Courts Building, 100 Center St., “The 
Tombs,” a veritable party ensued. 

After eight months of enforced separ- 
ation, jurors, defendants, lawyers and 
friends mingled freely to let cach other

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FRAME UP CRACKS 


The trial of the Soledad 3, previously 
known as the Soledad 7, began this week 
in Salinas, after a surprisingly quick jury 
selection last week. The three brothers, 
Jesse Phillips, Roosevelt Williams, and 
james Wager, are accused of killing a 
white prison guard last July 23 at Soledad 
Prison. Immediately following the killing, 
7 black brothers were randomly rounded 
up and charged with making a fatal, 
assault against a guard by a prisoner. This, 
‘crime’. carries a mandatory death penal- 
ty. After the original 7 brothers were 
picked out and placed in isolation for 49 
days, undergoing brutal interrogation by 
prison officials, charges were dropped 
against 4 of the 7 defendants. The D.A. 
dismissed charges on the four in order to 
tighten a frame-up of the remaining three. 
We should see that this action was not a 
victory, as the fact is that all seven bro- 
thers are innocent. 

The first indication as to how the trial 
would be handled came with the jury 
selection. Last Thursday, the standard 
all-white jury was sworn in amidst many 
objections made by the defense attorneys 
concerning the racist selection procedure. 
The lily-white jury was selected from a 
panel of 150 prospective jurors, which 
included only one black. (What was that 
about a “jurysof your peers?”) As ex- 
pected, Judge J.F. Good (you gotta be 
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jury room, not knowing how most of the 
others felt, and discover that we all 
agreed on an acquittal.” 

Afeni Shakur and black jury foreman 
James L Fox embraced and Fox ex- 
plained the jury's quick verdict: "We 
started by kind of feeling each other out, 
you know, to see how everyone felt, and 
then one of the others said, *Let's take a 
quick ballot and then we'll go on from 
there.” 

“Well, we took the ballot and it was 
surprising. Everyone was for acquittal.” 

At the end of the trial Judge Murtagh 
thanked the jurors. “You have served the 
community well,” he said, “and the com- 
munity should be grateful to you for 
enduring this long trial of many months.” 

Murtagh’s failure to thank the jury for 
having reached the only fair verdict is 
consistent with his antagonism to the 
defendants throughout the case. He had 
threatened to remove them from the 
courtroom many times when they had 
tried to express themselves and, for a 
while, was conferring with the prose- 
cution about the possibility of keeping 
the defendants in another room where 
they could watch the court proceedings 
on closed-circuit TV. 

In his charge to the jury, Murtagh took 
great pains to let them know that they 
could consider the flight of Richard 
Moore and Michael Tabor to Algeria as 
evidence of consciousness of guilt. He 
also told the jury that the flight of two 
other defendants, William King and Lee 
Roper, arrested later in Ohio, could also 
be considered evidence of consciousness 
of guilt. 
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kidding) denied a Acfense motion challen- 
ging this farce. The judge also denied a 
defense motion challenging the manda- 
‘tory death penalty provision of the Cali- 
fornia Penal Code. This law denies an 
accused his or her right to a jury trial as 
to whether he or she should live or die. 

After the repressive tone of the pro- 
ceedings had been set, the actual trial 
phase began on Monday, May 17. Defense 
attorney Pat Hallinan said in his opening 
statement that the prosecutors, working 
together with the prison officials, used 
many means to pressure other inmates to 
testify against the 3. Authorities had put 
up posters at Soledad offering a $500 
reward and parole for information about 
the killing. The posters also appealed to 
“Nazis and white racists” who welcomed 
“any chance to get a nigger”. He also 
stated, “A particular few correctional 
officers, we will say right now, coached 
these witnesses.” It should also be known 
that in the last few months, five of the 
prosecution witnesses have dropped out, 
and have also written letters to Hallinan 
stating that they submitted testimony 
under coercion. 

On Tuesday, the prosecution’s frame- 
up conspiracy caught its first snag. Last 
November, the defense was granted a 
motion for “discovery”. This means that 
the defense must be allowed to see the 


tagh would make to the jury, Murtagh 
offered to charge the jury that entrap- 
ment was a defense against the crimes 
charged. The defense counsel vigorously 
rejected this offer, pointing out that en- 
trapment was a defense only if crimes had 
actually been committed. If the defen- 
dants accepted entrapment as a defense 
they would be admitting to having com- 
mitted some crime. 

This matter of entrapment came up 
because the prosecution’s case was based 
almost entirely on the testimony of 
undercover police agents. And in every 
case where these agents testified to some 
act actually having been committed it was 
done either by only the agents themselves 
or else was some inconsequential act done 
at the instigation of the agents. Otherwise 
the alleged conspiracy to which the 
agents testified consisted in various con- 
versations. 

In his summing up defense counsel 
Sanford M. Katz pointed out that no one 
was ever assigned to carry out any of the 
alleged plots for bombing department 
stores, subway stations, or Botanical gar- 
dens, and that the conversations testified 
to always concerned spots where a bomb 
“could” be placed at some unspecified 
time. He said they included much revolu- 
tionary rhetoric but no specific plans or 
directives for action. 

As a result of this the jury felt the 
prosecution just didn’t have a case. 
just didn’t have enough hard stuf! 
juror Stephen Chaberski. 

Another juror, Benjamin Giles, a black 
retired longshoreman, said he felt that, 
“the undercover agents really testified 
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Reactions to the acquittal have been 


prison files of any prisoner who is going 
to testify as a witness for the prosecution. 
Clearly, the prosecution, as a puppet for 
the Department of Corrections, got 
freaked out at the prospect of these 
prisoner's files getting let out. When the 
defense lawyers went to review these files 
last weekend, the State Attorney Gen- 
cral’s Office and the Department of 
Corrections announced it would defy the 
court order because it violates "long cs- 
tablished policy". (How long did the pol- 
icy of genocide at Auschwitz last?) These 
files are absolutely necessary for the de- 
fense's case. They will reveal the terror- 
ism and bribery that has gone on behind 
Soledad's walls to get inmates to testify 
against the defendants. 

Even Judge Good was freaked out by 
the Department of Corrections and Pro- 
secution's action, since a subpoena for 
the files had already been served on the 
Warden of Soledad Prison. Judge Good 
possibly nipped the frame-up in the bud 
when he ruled that the files must be 
produced for the defense or the inmates 
can’t testify. In order for the prosecution 
to present its "case", it will have to 
produce what could be some awfully 
incriminating files. It is very doubtful 
that the prosecution and the Department 
of Corrections will expose themselves just 
to frame three innocent brothers.

Think. "Think of how your life has changed these last two years. Think of what you 
have experisnced—where you've been— what you've seen—what you've done. For two 
yeors, Bobby and Ericka have experienced only a cage and the terrifying possibility 
that they will be executed because of the lying testimony of a mentally deranged, 
schizophrenic agent named George Sams. For two years, Bobby and Ericka have 
seen-heard-felt only bars-concrete-courtrooms—PIGS. But they have been strong. They 
have not broken. Ericka’s poems reflect freedom-struggle-life. 

Have they been gound guilty of any crime? YES! They were long ago found guilty 
of the crime of serving their people. For Ericka, the penalty for this “crime” has 
included the murder of her husband John at the hands of the L.A. pigs. For Bobby, it 
has included the humiliation of being bound, gagged, and chained in front of the 
whole world. HOW MUCH MORE? 

Many of us have felt a very personal involvement in the New haven trial. Bobby and 
Ericka are on trial for working for and with us. So, in a way, we are on trial too. For 
two years, we have been thinking about what will happen to them—to us. When Huey 
was convicted, we were saying how we would never let the goverbment get away with 
that. We were gonna shake the foundations of this country. But Huey was convicted 
and we didn’t move. When Fred Hampton and Mark Clark were murdered, we were 
gonna tear this country apart. We didn’t. Since then, we've talked about how we were 
gonna free Bobby or else. Well, here we are again. How capable are we of protecting 
our brothers and sisters—ourselves? The trial in New Haven ends this week with the 
verdict of 12 jurors. Then, the real trial begins.

Dear sisters and brothers, 

The much publicized case of Leslie 
Bacon’s tribulations before the federal 
grand jury in Seattle points out an ob- 
vious inability of the movement to learn 
from its own experiences. 

This letter, based on the experiences 
of the Tucson Working Committee, is 
being circulated in the hope that in the 
future we will be much more prepared to 
cope with what is becoming a favorite 
instrument of the Justice Department in 
its dealing with the left-the federal grand 
jury. 


sons we've learned so far is that one 
should NEVER TESTIFY WITHOUT BE- 


ING GIVEN IMMUNITY. The experience | 


of Leslie Bacon illustrates very clearly 
that if you answer any questions before 
being granted immunity, the governement 
has legal grounds to continue its ques- 
tioning on that subject; you won't be able 
to invoke your 5th Amendment rights 
(rights against self-incrimination) and the 
government will not grant you immunity. 
However, if you refuse to answer any 
qeustions and take the 5th, there is a 
chance that the government won't con- 
sider you a crucial witness anyway so you 
can just take the 5th and get away with 
it. If they won't let you get away with it, 
THEN you're granted immunity and at 
least you have that. Another thing 


we've learned is that the whole question 
of testifying/not testifying is one of tac- 
lies, not principles. (If you refuse to 
answer questions after being granted im- 
munity, you go directly to jail-civil con- 
tempt. If you answer some questions 
BEFORE being granted immunity and 
then say uh, oh, I don't want to answer 
the rest-then you're fucked~you go di- 
rectly to jail-civil contempt and you have 
no immunity.) Here we're concerned with 
the optimum results of as few people in 
jail as possible and as little information as 
possible in the hands of the government. 
A rule of thumb to go by is: if you can 
do it and get away with it, do it. 


Here are most of the factors involved 
in making a decision about testifying: 

l. What information does the witness 
have? 

2. What information does the govern- 
ment need? This can be assessed from 
questions that the government asks. Also, 
we have to evaluate for what reasons the 
government is asking certain questions. 
Le. for intelligence purposes or for future 
indictments? 

3. What information does the govern- 
ment have? If a question, for example, is: 
“Who accompanied you on the Vence- 
remos Brigade when you visited Cuba?” 
and we know that the government has the 
entire list of people who were on the 
Brigade, nothing is lost by reading the 
same list as is in the government's own 
Congressional Sub-committee reports. If 
there is certain information you're sure 
the government doesn’t have that you are 
asked about, there are some who say that 
the possibility of perjury might be ex- 
plored. 

4. What is obviously public infor- 
mation? For instance, if you're asked 
about a movement group and its mem- 
bers, of course you can name the already 
publically known members. 

5. How do others feel about being 
testified about? A good rule is to never 
testify about a person until you have 
found out, if possible, how she or he feels 
about it. If, during the course of ques- 
tioning, a name of an indivudual comes 
up you know hasn't been contacted, it 
might be a good idea to sit in jail for a 
little while until that person can be con- 
lacted by others. 

6. Is there a need for immunity? Here, 
a short word on the different immunities. 
The Harrisburg people are being given 
USE immunity (as contained in the 1970 
Crime Control Act and which is in the 
process of being challenged in the courts). 
This means briefly that the information

Finally, a word about political defense 
and decision making. The defense should 
not concentrate on personalities. Doing 
so allows us to fall into the traps of 
subordinating the issues involved to the 
personalities as well as letting the media, 
which pick up on personalities, decide 
what we emphasize and what we don’t 
and how we run our defense. We also feel 
that political defense around grand juries 
should deal with grand juries, conspiracy, 
and repression in general and should be 
tied in with political trials and especially 
grand jury cases around the country.

But as 
to those occurences, I assert the attorney 
-client privilege. I take it you are not 
asking me to tell you all the times I've 
heard those words in movies, on televi- 
sion, etc. 

Q: I want to know of any conversa- 
tions that you know, whether directly or 
indirectly, about blowing things up or the 
use of dynamite. 

A: When bombings have been men- 
tioned in newspaper arlicles, I may have 
mentioned them to people, but I don't 
recall any specific instances other than 
those I've already stated.

Q: You have not answered whether 
you have heard any conversations on this 
subject, 

A: I can't remember and do not recall 
hearing them. 

(Guy Goodwin then informed her that 
the attorney-client privilege applied only 
to private conversations with an attorney, 
and not to conversations with an attorney 
when others were present. This is a mis- 
statement of law (a lie). Lee invoked the 
client-attorney privilege in her reply.)

The residents of Canyon, who have 
long been battling the forces of county 
government and corporate imperialism, 
were dealt a hard blow Tuesday when the 
Contra Costa Board of Supervisors hand- 
ed down a decision commanding 12 Can- 
yon residents to leave their homes for 
“sanitation reasons". 

One week ago the Supervisors were 
ready to rule on the Health Dept.'s 13 
page recommendation that the residents" 
homes be claimed unfit without even 
having read it. It was only on appeal that 
a week's delay was granted to give the 
Supervisors time to read the report. The 
recommendation was the result of a long 
struggle with the Health Dept., which 
feels that many of the Canyonites' houses 
are unfit for living. It is also the result of 
the East Bay Municipal Utilities District's 
pressure to condemn the homes so they 
can purchase more Canyon land and pro- 
tect their watershed. It was East Bay 
MUD's urgings that got the Health Dept. 
to post condemnations on the homes 
originally two years ago. 

When confronted earlier with the 
Health Dept.'s objections to their sewage 
removal, the residents submitted an alter- 
native plan that involved running each 
home's waste through several systems 
that would make it clean enough to swim 
in. This plan, designed by a Canyonite 
civil engineer, was an alternative to stand- 
ard sewers, that cost $1,000,500 to build 
and that designers deemed impossible to 
build due to the steep hills of Canyon. 
The alternative system would only cost 
each resident about $1,000 apiece. The 
alternative system, needless to say, was 
turned down because it had never been 
tried before. 

Now the deposed Canyonites have 
only 30 days before their houses are 
posted again and then 30 days more in 
which to rip their houses down and move. 
They plan legal action but are desperately 
in need of free legal aid and representa- 
tion, Tom Trippe, one of the threatened 
homeowners will not move. “They can 
come and post my house and I will be 
here when the bulldozers come. If it 
comes to that. I will not watch my house 
be bulldozed down.”

He also re- 
quested that the tape of the press confer- 
ence be turned over to the city council. 

Before he could reply, Hanley said 
he’d have to check things. He did: the 
two officers were at the press confer- 
ence/the pig “press” officer regularly 
attends any press conference in the area 
that might later “come to the attention 
of the chief"/the chief said the tape was 
“improper and it has been destroyed.” 

The second pig-turned-reporter, Offi- 
cer Ed Steele, was just walking by and 
stopped in, Hanley said. 

After turning down a motion that 
would have prohibited Berkeley pigs from 
attending press conferences, the council 
voted that pigs cannot attend press con- 
ferences of city council members unless 
they are invited.
